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INTRODUCTION 


The  morbidity  statistics  for  North  Carolina  and  for  each 
county  and  larger  city  are  herewith  published’  for  the  first 
time o It  is  frankly  admitted  that  the  data  here  presented  is 
far  from  complete,  and  that  the  accuracy  of  the  figures  for 
different  counties  varies  widely.  This  must  be  borne  in  mind 
when  drawing  conclusions  from  these  figures  or  in  making 
comparisons  between  counties.  Trends  In  disease  incidence 
rather  than  absolute  figures  is  what  is  set  forth  here.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  present  publication  will  serve  to  stimulate 
interest  in  the  subject  and  to  encourage  more  complete  report- 
ing. 


"No  health  department,  state  or  local , can  effectively 
prevent  or  control  disease  without  knowledge  of  where , when 
and  under  what  conditions  cases  are  occurring."  A knowledge 
of  past  prevalence  as  well  as  of  present  incidence  is 
essential  to  an  ad e opiate  attack  on  any  single  disease  problem. 
It  is  hoped  that  where  local  records  have  not  been  tabulated 
and  preserved  or  are  not  readily  accessible,  this  volume  will 
serve  ag  a summary  of  facts. 

The  size  of  this  report  has  been  greatly  enlarged  by 
Including  in  it  yearly  summaries  of  reported  cases  for  each 
of  the  years  1918  to  1931,  Subsequent  reports,  which  it  is 
planned  to  issue  annually,  will  largely  be  limited  ta 
statistics  for  a single  year.  If  found  possible,  certain 
additional  tabulations,  e.g.,  for  race,  age  and  sex,  which 
have  been  omitted  from  the  present  report,  will  be  included 
in  subsequent  issues. 

Statistics  of  tuberculosis  morbidity,  except  the  number 
of  cases  for  the  State  as  a whole,  were  not  included  in  this 
volume,  due  to  their  tabulation  in  a manner  not  in  consonance 
with  the  tables  in  this  report.
